in fact a land mark, was visited by a | 
fierce blaze Monday night and before it 
couid be gotten under control by’ the 
fire department much damage had been 
wrought by fire and water. The fire 
was in the palatial residence of Daniel 
Saunders at 73 Prospect street, Prospect | 
hill, and just a few hundred yards | 
north of the terminus of Garden street | 
at its junction with Prospect street.

To Build Cody’s Big Ditch. 

It. was announced at Cody, Wyo., 
that Colonel Cody (Buffalo Billy had se- 
cured at New. York the $3,500,000. nec- 
essary to construct the irrigation canal 
through the basin of the Big Horn. 
This waterway will be seventy-five 
miles long, with intake from the Sho- 
shone river, and, passing northward, 
will irrigate several hundred thousand 
acres. Part of the funds will be used 
to establish Cody’s automobile road 
through the Yellowstone park.

In each 
case the man was indicted for either 
inciting or taking part in the acts of 
violence which have accompanied_re- 
cent strikes in Chicago. Four of the 
indicted men are business agents of the 
most influential unions in the city and 
are charged with “conspiring to wreck 
the business of the Kellogg Switch- 
board and Supply company.” 


Funeral Strikes Called Off. 

Moved.by the universal indignation 
of the Chicago public, the leaders.,.of 
the striking drivers declared that they 
would not war upon the dead. They 
gave the Livery Men’s association the 
privilege of using a hearse in funerals 
if the driver were a man and received 
the $14 a week for which the strike 
was begun. Nevertheless the police 
continued to guard funeral ceremonies 
and processions for fear of a_repetition 
of last week’s disorderly scenes. 


Colorado Strikes Ending. 

The news from the coal regions of 
Colorado was that of increasing out- 
put and perfect order, while many men 
returned to their old places in the 
Cripple Creck and Telluride districts.

The 
total money order business for the 
Christmas season exceeded $270,000,000, 
over $6,000,000 more than last year. 


To Sue Asphalt Reorganizers. 

Receiver Tatnall was authorized on 
Tuesday by Judge Kirkpatrick of the 
United States circuit court for New 
Jersey to bring suit against the in- 
solvent National Asphalt company for 
unpaid assessment liability at the rate 
of $40 a share on the stock of the As- 
phalt Company of America.

: CHARTER, 


Discussing the refusal of Commander 
Judd of the Massachusetts Department 
of the Grand Army of the Republic to 
grant a G. A. R. charter to Gen. Law- 
ton post Commander Roscoe Doble of 
Lawton post said: 

“Our petition for a charter has again 
been refused, for the seventh time. The 
only comment I desire to make at this 
time is to give a few direct quotations 
from Dwight O. Judd’s conversations. 
In answer to the questior of a lady at 
Needham post’s camp fire, ‘Why don’t 
ycu give these people a charter?’ Com- 
mander Judd replied: ‘They have never 
reked me. I cun’t give them a charter 
unless they ask me.’ 

“In Gen. Lawton post hall, the next 
morning, Mr. Judd said: “If you. decide 
to put in another petition for a charter, 
be sure and have every man who signs 
€ligible to become a member of the 
Grand Army.

“At G. A. R. headquarters in Boston, 
in resperse to the remarks of the com- 
mander of Gen. Lawton post: ‘We have 
69 names on the petition now, : ll eligi- 
ble, and we have 20 or 30 more to get 
before it is ready to present.’. Judd 
said: ‘That’s right; be sure and have 
them all eligible, because you know 
they make a great handle of it if they 
are not, and when you get it ready, 
send it in and we will do what is right 
with it.’

VERDIGT FOR ANDOVER BOY 


David A. Lynch Awarded $8500 in Suit 
against M. T. Stevens & Co. 


The case of David A. Lynch of this 
town. vs. the Moses T. Stevens & Sons 
Manufacturing company, which has been 
in the courts for some time, came to a 
close on Tuesday morning when the 
plaintiff received a verdict for $8,500. 
The case grew out of an accident in the 

| Steveus mills in Marland -village on 
December 6, 1901, when Lynch lost. his 
hand in a picker machine on which he 
was employed.

university, graduating in 1901. Since 
that time he has been an instructor at 
the Military academy at Nyack, N. Y. 
| The building was. owned by Mrs. 

Tunis 8. Dutcher and was valued at 
$18,000 and was insured for only $3,000. 
Col. E. 8. Field, proprietor of the Acad- 
emy estimates his loss at about $5,000 
|.with an insurance of $3,200. The cause 
| of the disastrous conflagration is a mys- 
tery, and will probably always remain 
one. 

When the fire broke out there were 
only three people in the building. Prof. 
Leon-Saunders was sleeping in a room 
on the third floor, southeast corner. 
Leroy Dodson, a cadet, was in his room 
on the second floor, as was aiso Mrs, 
Lackey, the housekeeper. Col. Field 
had gone to Philadelphia for the _holi- 
days and all the cadets with the one ex- 
ception, wecic-“ancy at their homes. 
| They-will not return until next Tuesday. 

Mr. Saunders got to his room Satur- 
day night at eleven o’clock. He says 
that when he entered he noticed that 
the room was very warm, so he opened 
a window. Retiring, he was soon sound 
asleep. To tell his own story: 

“I don’t know what awakened me. I 
am a very sound sleeper and it takes 
something extraordinary -to arouse me. 
I suppose it was the crackling that woke 
| me up, but at any rate when I jumped 
| out of bed my room was all ablaze and 
| the fire was coming through the ceiling. 
| Five minutes more and it is not likely 
that I would have been able to escape 
with my life. As it was I puly had 
| time to get out of the door when the 
| ceiling fell down. I ran downstairs and 
' alarmed Mrs. Lackey and the boy. 

“T had no time to put on my clothes, 
but grabbed a pair of rubbers as-I went 
out of the house. I looked for an alarm 
box or a policeman but could find 
neither. 1 then ran down Broadway to. 
-the telephone “office, clad -onhly.,in my 
pajamas, and [ tell you it was the coldest 
run I everTad. At the telephone office 
I gave the alarm. Later C. Smith 
Quidor & Co., fitted me out with a suit 
of clothes. I lost everything in the fire, 
all my clothing and belongings.” 

When Mr. Saunders left the building 
the fire was thén coming through the 
roof. 

The firemen had considerable  diffi- 
culty in extinguishing the blaze as the 
hydrants were frozen and the force of 
| the water was not of the best, but de- 
spite this they did valiant work. A 
; small amount of furniture was taken 
out of the building but it was so. se- 
verely damaged that this will be cf 
little value. 

Mr. Saunders has the sympathy of a 
large circle of friends here in his loss.

GOODWIN WAS NOT PARDOWED 
_— 


BOSTON,. Dec. 30—The pardon com- | 
mittee of the executive council tonight 
returned to the council its report on 
the petition for a pardon for Henry 
K. Goodwin, the Lawrence man who ! 
was convicted in 1885 of the murder of 
Albert D. Swan, with the recommenda- 
tion that the pardon be not granted. 
Councillor McNamara dissented fromm 
this recommendation. 

Owing to the absence of Councillor 
Sade from the first hearing, Council- | 
lor Roag was designated in his place 
and sat throughout the hearings. The | 
vote resulted as follows: Favoring the | 
pardon—Councillors McNamara and 
Watson; opposing—Lieutenant gover- 
nor, Councillors Slade, Maxwell, Ror- 
inson, Irwin, Lowe and Hoag. 


LIEUT. GOV. MAKES STATEMENT. 


Lieut.-Gov. Guild last 
a statement to the press as the final 
report of the committee on pardons, 
of which these are the essential points. 

“Pardon was asked for Goodwin on 
these grounds: 

‘I—That Goodwin, at the time of the 
murder, did not appreciate the nature 
of his act. 

‘2—That as an Union soldier he had 
an excellent’ record, especially as a 
scout, and that he cheerfully bore 
months. of the horrors of Andérson- 
ville. 

‘3—That he has been 
well-behaved prisoner. 

“4—That he has been a useful prison- 
er, being in full charge of both elec- 
tric light and telephone systems at the 
state prison. 

5—That if released he would be no

| menace to society but a useful citizen. 


“Tt may be said that there is no dis- 
pute in regard to the second, third 
and fourth claims. The evidence, ex- 
cept that as to the prisoner’s record as 
a prisoner and as to his present men- 
tal condition, contains no substantiai 
facts not known “tg the jury at the 
time of the trial.” 

No expense was spared to give him 
a fair trial. Goodwin'es emphatic lan- 
guage that he had killed Swan, had al- 
ways said he should and had done it, 
is rehearsed from the evidence. The 
jury, however, brought in a_ verdict 
of murder in the second degree. 

The report comments’on the fact that 
Godwin escaped alike the death penal- 
ty and confinement in an insane asy- 
lum. It states that Goodwin evidently 
believed himself to be wronged by 
Swan, but that Swan denied it, and 
that his surviving .-business. assovci- 
ates deny it today. At the. hearing, 
counsel for the petitioners waived that 
question. 

The report states that there is no 
evidence that in the long months of 
the trial that Goodwin ever took the 
very simple légal steps that, if he 
were right, would have secured him 
the papers, or that he was able to se- 
cure, or even sought help for such a 
rurpose from his relatives. 

“Those who objected to the pardon," 
said the Lieutenant-Governor, “did 
so on these grounds: First, that there 
had been a miscarriage of justice, in 
that the penalty for murder in the 
first degree was not exacted; second, 
that Goodwin would never be content 
with a modest livelihood. 

“The question of a pardon for a man 
who has taken human life should be 
settled, we believe, not on the ground 
of public opinion, but of public wel- 
fare, We have not to settle whether

Goodwin was or was not wrongetl. 
Neither is there any question of sym- 


| pathy for a prisoner admittedly use- 


ful and orderly. The question to be 
determined by us ‘was whether Mas- 
sachusetts should, by pardon, ‘state as 
a precedent, that an 18 years’ term of 
imprisonment is~* sufficient punish- 
ment to inflict on a man for taking ‘the 
law into his own hands and commit- 
ting murder, if he believes himself 
swindled. It Was also for us to deter- 


|; mine whether lawlessness in the com- 


munity would be checked or 
aged by such action. 

“Goodwin never sought ordinary te- 
gal redress for his alleged wrong; hit 
relatives never sought it for him. The 
quarrel was not a sudden one; it had 
existed for months. Goodwin did not 
impulsively act on any new discovery 
as to Swan's methods. His wictim 
was unarmed and had. committed ne 
act of violence nor even raised his 
voice in anger. He was deliberately 
shot from behind. The money loss 
Goodwin claimed to have sustained 
as a result of Swan's alleged dup'icity 
was! $40,000. For this offence Goodwin 
acting himself as judge and = jury, 
deemed the death penalty not too se- 
vere. A lighter penalty was sought, 
not for an alleged money loss, but far 
proved murder.” 

The statement in conclusion, says 
that since Jan. 5, 1896, no life prisoner 
has been pardoned from the Massa- 
chusetts state prison unless he was in 
a dying condition, or because of new 
evidence. In this case the district at- 
torney, attorney general and judge whe 
sentenced the prisoner all opposed the 
pardon; and the justice stated the 
verdict was less severe than the evi- 
dence warranted. 


STORY OF THE CRIME, 


Henry K. Goodwin was convicted ot 
the murder of Albert D .Swan in 1885, 
the crime having been committed in 
July of that year in the office of the 
bobbin shop of Lowell street. The 
trcuble between the men grew out of 
patents on telephone improvements, 
Swan and Goodwin having been associ- 
ated as capitalist and inventor. Good- 
wir claimed to have been robbed ané 
deeply injured by Swan. He shot the 
latter as he sat at his desk in the office 
of the bobbin shop, the bullet entering 
the back of the head at the base of the 
brain. Goodwin was indicted for mur- 
der, but after an exhaustive trial, in 


encour- 


| which Goodwin was defended by the 


late Gen. B. F. Butler and Col. John P. 
Sweeney, a verdict of murder in the 
second degree was reached and life im- 
prisonment was imposed. . Goodwin hat 
been in state prison over 18 years.
